6 Rockingham County Report 


ROCKINGHAM COUNTY DELEGATION 
January 14, 1953 


In accordance with a duly published notice the Rock- 
ingham County Delegation met in Room 317 State 
House, Concord, New Hampshire, for the purpose of 
organization. 


Arthur W. McDaniel presided as Chairman of the 
meeting. 


The first order of business was the election of a 
Chairman and Mr. Rathbone of Exeter nominated 
Douglas Scammon which was duly seconded and Mr. 
Peever of Salem nominated Harry Foote which was 
duly seconded. 


Motion: That the nominations be closed. Motion 
carried. 


Motion: That the ballot be handled by means of a 
roll call of the members present. Motion carried. 


The Chairman appointed Miss Spollet and Mr. Leary 
as collectors of the ballots and tellers. 


After roll call and collection of the ballots, the com- 
mittee reported as follows: Total number of votes cast 
51, necessary for choice 26. Of the total number of votes 
cast Mr. Foote had 27 and Mr. Scammon had 24. Mr. 
Foote having a majority of all the votes cast was de- 
clared elected by the Chairman. 


After the announcement of the vote Mr. Scammon 
moved that the election of Mr. Foote be made unani- 
mous.

The Chairman also suggested that the sheriffs report 
in the county report might be streamlined in the inter- 
est of brevity and economy. 


Motion: by Mr. Hepworth, duly seconded, that a vote 
of thanks be given the members of the budget com- 
mittee for their services. Motion carried. 


Commissioner Brown told the members that the 
Judge of the Superior Court had suggested that toilet 
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facilities be provided in the basement of the Exeter 
Court House, and that a library and conference room be 
provided on the first floor.

Motion: by Mr. Hepworth, duly seconded, that the 
chairman appoint a committee of five to study the mat- 
ter of remodelling the Exeter Court House and that the 
committee report to the delegation in 1954. The motion 
was not carried. 


Motion: by Mr. Thurlow, duly seconded, that the com- 
missioners publish the reports of those county officers 
who are required to report to the Secretary of State as 
provided in Chapter 65 of the Laws of 1951. Motion 
carried.

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COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


As required by Statute the Commissioners of Rock- 
ingham County herewith submit the Annual Reports of 
the several County Officers for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1953. 


Respecting the County Budget certain necessary 
overspendings beyond original estimates were offset by 
revenues in excess of estimates with result that year 
end found appropriations plus revenues to have been 
sufficient, there being an unexpended net balance of 
$4,017.07. 


Spendings for Direct Relief (Support of Poor not at 
County Home), increased through 1953 to $60,976.98 
as against $49,739.70 for the year 1952. While some of 
this increase was due to added number of persons aided, 
a great part was due to increased need for medical and 
hospital care and in certain instances lengthy and re- 
peated need for same. 


Board and Care of Children (neglected and depend- 
ent) showed costs of $48,491.06 as against spending of 
1952 of $46,959.82. 


Our costs under appropriation for Old Age Assistance 
were this year $11,061.38 as against $8,738.38 for 1952, 
the increase being due mainly to the changed statutes 
which now cause Aliens to be eligible and which also 
bring Aid to the Permanently and Totally Disabled 
within this appropriation. 


The appropriation for operation of the Superior 
Court again proved ample there being at year end a 
remaining balance of $1,282.41. 


The County Home at Brentwood was improved by 
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the construction of a new dairy barn and the reopening 
of the Mitchell Memorial Hospital for the care of chron- 
ic and convalescent patients. The very kindly act of 
Selectman and Mrs. Lawrence Hackett of Hampton in 
donating a fine television set for use of the patients in 
the Infirmary is causing continuing pleasure there and 
is most appreciated. 


To all the employees of the County, officials of the 
towns and the City of Portsmouth who have aided us 
in the administration of County affairs, and to all in- 
dividuals, clubs and organizations who have kindly con- 
tributed to the welfare and happiness of the inmates of 
our Institution, we are very grateful.

SCOPE OF AUDIT 
Included in the audit and examination were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of County Commission- 
ers, County Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior Court and 
Superintendent of the County Home and Mitchell 
Memorial Hospital. 


FINANCIAL REPORTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibit A & I) 

Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal years 
ended December 31, 1950-1951 and December 31, 1951- 
1952 are presented in Exhibits A and I, respectively. 
As indicated therein, the Net Debt decreased by $48,- 
462.46 during 1951. In 1952, an increase in Net Debt of 
$22,011.67 took place. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition:

Statements presenting an analysis of the factors 
which caused the change in financial condition of the 
County during the fiscal years ended December 31, 
1952, are included in Exhibit B and J, respectively.

Supporting invoices and 
payrolls were likewise examined and the classification 
of expenditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance 
as of December 31, 1952, is indicated in Exhibit M-2. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of 
the Superior Court of Rockingham County were ex- 
amined. Court receipts were checked by source, insofar 
as possible, and found to be properly recorded. Court 
orders issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, 
vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a Super- 
ior Court Justice. 


COUNTY HOME AND HOSPITAL 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of 
the County Home and the Mitchell Memorial Hospital 
were examined. Receipts of the Home and Hospital 
were checked by source through the triplicate receipt 
forms. All receipts, as recorded in the cash book, were 
properly accounted for by the Superintendent through 
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deposits in the bank to the credit of the County Treas- 
urer’s account. 

Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures of 
the County Institutions for the years 1951 and 1952 are 
presented in Exhibits F and N, respectively. 


BONDED INDEBTEDNESS 
A statement of the bonded indebtedness of the Coun- 
ty as of December 31, 1952, showing annual maturities 
of principal and annual interest requirements, is con- 
tained in Exhibit R. 


CONCLUSION 

The accounts and records of the County officials 
which we examined were found in good condition and 
the accounting procedure conformed to the standard 
procedure prescribed by this Division. 

In conformance with Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1989, a copy of this report or a summary of its 
essential features should be published in the next an- 
nual report of the County. This letter of transmittal 
should be included in its entirety but the publication of 
Exhibits is optional.

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ROCKINGHAM COUNTY SOLICITOR’S REPORT 


During the past year there were no major felonies 
committed in Rockingham County, and the volume of 
lesser crimes seemed to be decreasing. An examination 
of the detailed break-down of completed case included 
as an appendix to this report, will show, that excluding 
motor vehicle violations, over 50% of local crime con- 
sists of some form of larceny, and about half of the 
larcenies are worthless check cases. The unsolved 
crimes are almost all composed of breaking, entry and 
larceny, principally of houses which were unoccupied, 
and of worthless check cases. 


Without the ‘expenditures of considerable money 
very little can be done to improve the protection pro- 
vided the owners of unoccupied dwellings. It would 
necessitate an almost continual patrol of a large, sparce- 
ly populated area. Antiques and other valuables should 
not be stored in houses which are closed for long periods 
of time. 


The public can do more than the police to stamp out 
the flood of “rubber” checks if they refuse to cash 
checks for people they do not know. 


In addition to the reported cases the Solicitor prose- 
cuted cases in conjunction with the Sheriff Depart- 
ment, Fish and Game Department and State Police in 
ten of the eleven Municipal Courts in the County. 


My sincere thanks are extended to all the law en- 
forcement officers in the County for their help and co- 
operation without which it would be impossible to 
bring any case to a successful conclusion.

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SHERIFF’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners for 
the County of Rockingham: 


A year ago I reported to you, that I doubted if there 
was another County with the population of Rockingham 
County, within the United States, that could boast of 
less crime during the year of 1952. Althongh we con- 
sidered that to be a most impressive record, we have 
even bettered it by having less, through 1953. This rec- 
ord has been accomplished through two factors, I be- 
heve. First, because of the high type of citizenship from 
which this county is made up, and secondly because 
of the alertness and efficiency of our various law en- 
forcement officers within the County. 


Although we are on the borders of two States and 
two counties, and are a large county so far as area and 
population are concerned, we do not have nearly as much 
crime as do our bordering counties of Hillsborough and 
Strafford, which brings out the two points which I 
have mentioned. Rockingham County is now well on its 
way towards a third year without a case of murder or 
homicide. Few major felonies have been committed. 
The most prevalent crime during the year has been 
that of bad check violations. 


However I am sorry to have to report, that after 
three successive years in the decline of Juvenile cases, 
that in 1953 these type of cases have increased over 
those of 1952. 


I wish to pause at this time to pay tribute to a man 
that has been a Deputy Sheriff since the time I ap- 
pointed him, and I was sworn in as Sheriff of your 
County. This year City Marshall and Deputy Sheriff 
William J. Linchey passed away. A fine law enforce- 
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ment officer and one who had the respect of all who 
knew him. He had built up the Portsmouth Police De- 
partment to the point where it was considered to be 
one of the best in the State of New Hampshire. His 
record for efficiency and fair play to members of his 
department as well as to the general public in carrying 
out the duties of a law enforcement official] will long 
be remembered. 


I wish to congratulate the members of the Ports- 
mouth Police Commission for their most excellent choice 
as a successor to the late Marshall Linchey, in Martin 
O. Betz. A man who has worked his way up through 
the department and is also a graduate of the National 
Police Academy. I predict that Marshall Betz will be 
considered as one of the best Police Department heads 
in New Hampshire Police history. 


There has been a change in our Superior Court in 
this County due to the appointment of another Judge 
to our Courts. Instead of the usual Fall and Spring 
terms we now have three terms of Court per year in 
Rockingham County. This will mean the lengthening of 
our Court sessions to about fourteen weeks additional 
each year. While this will be a slightly extra cost to the 
tax-payers of the County, it will have the advantage 
of keeping our docket more up to date, so that law suits 
will not have to remain on the docket for two or three 
years as has sometimes been the case in the past. 


Congratulations go to Mr. Donald Sweeney upon be- 
coming head of the Probation Department in Strafford 
County. We have enjoyed working with Mr. Sweeney 
and know full well that he was entitled to this fine 
promotion. It is with pleasure that we again welcome 
back to the Portsmouth office Mr. Philip Caswell, re- 
cently returned from the service of the United States 
Government, also his able assistant Mr. Frederick 
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Champion. It will be most pleasant to work with both 
of these experienced officials. 


Once again I feel that I should mention the import- 
ance of the County Radio System. I consider it one of 
the most important instruments in law enforcement 
today. I want to thank our County Delegation for mak- 
ing it possible and the County Commissioners and 
Supt. Hilton for their able handling of the control 
room. 


We are as a department, grateful to all county, state 
and local officers for the helpful assistance and co- 
operation extended to us in our work as well as to our 
Commissioners and other elected County officers. 
Through the co-operation of our many local Police de- 
partments, our Motor Vehicle, Probation and Conserva- 
tion departments we have been able to solve several 
cases with far more efficiency. Our thanks also are ex- 
tended to the Judges of the Municipal Courts, to the 
Medical Referees for their untiring efforts in assisting 
us at any time. To all, who have in any way assisted 
either my deputies or myself in our effort to promote 
law and order within our County we say, “Thank You”.

Time marches on, and we find greater demands being 
placed upon the facilities of our institution. This de- 
mand is a result of the growing pains which society is 
experiencing in the fields of geriatrics. This is due to 
the fact that through-the use of modern medicines life 
is prolonged, in a more or less chronic stage. It is inter- 
esting to note in this connection that the average age 
of our patients in 1948 was 62, whereas in 1953 the 
average age was 68. In attempting to keep abreast of 
this trend, a solarium was added to the Mitchell Memor- 
ial Hospital in order to make the building better suited to 
care for the chronically ill. On May 28th of 1953 the 
hospital was reactivated, and at the present time its 
facilities are being utilized to the maximum. 


Another milestone in the modernization of the in- 
stitution was reached with the opening of our new 
dairy ibarn on July 7th of this year, providing stanchion 
space to tie up 53 head, with 5 calf pens and 4 maternity 
pens. The repair and remodeling of the old dairy barn 
is progressing very well, this part.of the project being 
done with our own labor. The stanchion area of the old 
barn is being used for farm machinery storage, and the 
basement, where previously the manure was stored, has 
been remodeled to provide a grain room, bedding stor- 
age, bull pen, and pen stabling for our beef cattle and 
young stock. We feel that the combination of the new 
dairy barn, in conjunction with repair and remodeling 
of the old dairy barn provides us with a most practical 
unit. 


We should like to take this opportunity to express 
our appreciation to all agencies, organizations, churches, 
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clubs and individuals which have so generously be- 
friended the institution this past year. In this con- 
nection, special appreciation goes to Mr. and Mrs. Law- 
rence Hackett of Hampton, who gave a television set for 
the pleasure of the patients in the Infirmary. 


In closing our report, we convey to the Board of 
County Commissioners, the members of the County 
Delegation, the Doctor, the Chaplain, and the staff mem- 
bers our sincere thanks for their fine cooperation in 
carrying on the work at the institution.
